industrial and university scien- 
tific research, the Canadian As- 
sociation of Scientific Workers 
will hold it5 second open meet- 
ing on Thursday, October 28, in 
the Central Y.M.C.A. Open not 
only to post-graduate students 
and rcscarcli workers, but to 
all interested undergraduate 
science students, the association 
urges that the war-time colla- 
boration between pure science 
anA industrial research be ex- 
tended to the post-war period. 

Organized on the same plan 
as similar organizations in Brit- 
ain, the other Dominions, and 
the United States, the Canadian 
Association of Scientific Work- 
ers came into being at ils first 
meeting on October 3, at the 
Windsor Hotel, when Dr. Car- 
son Mark, of the National Re- 
search Council, led the discus- 
sion which was taken over by 
Prof. F. S. Howes, on collective 
bargaining for professional sci- 
entific workers. At tho same 
meeting. Dr. Raymond Bbyer, 
of the Department ot Chemis- 
try of McGllI, spoke on the 
wider application of tho war- 
time collaboration of industry 
and science. 

The association's interest to 
students lies in its projects for 
assisting and advising thejn in 
relation to tlicir future scienti' 
fic occupations. It hopes ovcn- 
tunlly to represent all scientific 
workers in their relations with 
their employers.

Dr. John Tait 
Dies Following 
Lengthy Ukess 

Was Longtime Head 
Of Physiology Dep't; 
Came Here in 1919 



Dr. John Tait, former head of 
the Department of Physiology died 
Saturday at his home, 4041 Coronet 
avenue, following a length illness. 

Born in the Orkney Islands in 
1878, Professor Tait was educated at 
Edinburgh, Gocttingcn and Berlin 
universities. A brilliant scholar, he 
was appointed to the chair ot 
physiology in 1010 and became di- 
rector of the department of experi- 
mental medicine in 1024. 

During the Great War he served 
with the 66th General Hospital as 
a lieutenant in the Royal Canadian 
Medical Corps, and also with the 
0th CCS. with the rank of cap' 
tarn 

Prof. Tait was known in his 
chosen field for the manner m 
which he built up the phystoloctcal 
department, for when he first came 
to the university the department 
was on the verco of a complete re- 
construction. He was instrumental 
in the construction of the present

Cox Analyzes 
Quebec Situation 
At Initial Meeting 

"For the hationalist movement In 
Quebec to be successful In the fu 
turc, a party organization strong 
enough to hold together when the 
heat of controversies of the mom- 
ent subsidies will be needed," was 
the conclusion of Bob Cox's paper, 
"Henri Bourassa and the Nationalist 
Movement in Quebec", read before 
the Initial meeting of the McGill 
Historical Club last night. 

Held at the home ot Allan Mac- 
Lalne, this year's first meeting ot 
the Society, oldest organization on 
the campus, heard Cox discuss 
Henri Bourassa's opposition to 
Canadian participation in the Boer 
War. 

After tracing the rise ot a na- 
tionalist group ot brilliant young 
men around Mr. Bourassa, Cox 

showed how the crucial naval 
controversy culminated In the 
"famous Drummond - Arthabaska 
byelcctlon" of Oct. 1010.' He show- 
ed further how this nationalist 
movement was incorporated into 
the Conservative Party, concluding 
with the observation that the 
party organization must be strong 
for the movement to succeed In 
the future. 

"A record turnout ot 20 members 
promises welt for the coming ac- 
tivities of the ' Men's Historical 
Club", said Cox. president of the 
Club. Professors Adair and Cooper 
of the Department of History were 
in attendance at the meeting.

Splvach, R. L. Wright, D.S.C, 
and R. Vorncholt. The commit- 
tee acted-on principles outlined 



and approved at the first meet* 
ing. 

It was decided, at the initial 
gathering of the ex-servicemen 
that the society would be de- 
dicated to thé ' service ot the 
veterans at the University and 
especially to those who will in 
the future choose to take ad- 
vantage of the government's 
rehabilitation program. Plans 
were formulated to correlate' 
and make easily available, in- 
formation regarding afl bene- 
fits possible for ex-servicemen 
who fall in the category of uni- 
versity students and thereby may 
require vocational guidance. 
Provisions were also made for. 
liaison with other University 
groups and with the' Canadian 
Legion as well as with the 
Dominion government's vet- 
erans welfare division.

The films which have been 
brought to McGill as part of the 
new Victory Loan campaign 
were first intended for a pri- 
vate showing to the University 
faculty and staff, but because 
ot their subject matter an in- 
vitation has been extended by 
the executive to all students 
who wish to attend. 

The short color film ot 
Churchill and Roosevelt receiv- 
ing honorary degrees from the 
Chancellor anid Vice-Chancellor 
of McGill was photographed at 
the special Convocation which 
followed the Quebec Confer- 
ence ot last summer. . 

The other film, 'Memphis 
Belle' tells the life story of a 
Flying Fortress and is a release 
of the United States Office of 
War Information. It starts with 
the early training and organiza- 
tion of the Fortresses's crew 
and follows the story of the 
plane through to its flight in 
actual air operations. The cli- 
max ot the film is the showing 
of a 1,000 plane raid over Wil- 
helmshaven In which the Fort- 
ress took part. This raid was 
the 125th operation flight of the 
bomber and the film was taken 
to mark the occasion. The air 
raid is here photographed in 
action and the entire film is in 
technicolor.

Candidates for the positions t» 
be contested must be senior stu- 
dents, it was further specified. Th6

being coed representative at tho 
University, is an ex-officio member 
ot the Students' Executive Council. 
As such, she has a voice In all mat- 
ters of student government. She 
represents tlic v.-omcn students on 
the campus, at University functions 
and to outside organizations. It is 
her duty to conduct general meet- 
ings of the Women's Union and to 
preside at Round Tabic Conference 
as well as at frequent meetings ot 
the executive. 

With a large membership and 
only two general meetings a year, 
in October and March, much ot 
the active business of the Women's 
Union is carried on by the five 
members of the executive. The 
Round Tabic Conference group, 
consisting ot the presidents ot 
R.V.C. clubs and societies, class 
executives and the chairmen ot 
special committees, functions as an 
intermediate link between the ex- 
ecutive and the constituent mem- 
bership of the Women's Union. It 
is the President's duty to work 
with this group in coordinating the 
activities of tho varloits classes, 
clubs, societies and committees, as 
well as making valuable recom- 
mendations and giving construc- 
tive criticism in general matters ot 
program and policy. 



The third in The Daily's lecture 
series on ;]ournalism, dealing with 
news coverage and the sports storj-, 
will be held this afternoon at 5 
o'clock in the Music Room of the 
Union.

Today's lecture completes the 
first half of the preliminary scries. 
This covered the basic principles 
ot newswriting,- .giving thus the 
background necessary for the sub- 
jects to be discussed in the next 
three lectures. These will Include 
an outline of Canadian University 
Press and Its functions, special 
news coverage, such as women's 
news, and special kinds of writing 
such as the human interest story

As the work of the Dumbarton Oaks con- 
ference is revealed in its still-lo-bc-completed 
form, discussions and comments both pro and 
con arc already being voiced. 

There are those who criticize the four prin- 
cipal divisions— the general assembly, the se- 
curity council of 11 nations, the international 
court of justice, and the secretariat— on the 
grounds that the setup is too similar to that of 
the old League of Nations established after the 
last war. 

The League, however, was envisaged as a 
quasi-governmental organization, with the prob- 
lem of keeping peace a secondary one. The first 
job was to make the League's authority and 
potential power so great that none would dare 
violate the rules for international peace laid 
down by the organization. And this is where 
they failed. 

The proposed Oaks plan, to be called "The 
United Nations," has reversed the procedure. 
The primary function now is the secondary one 
of the League— that of keeping the peace, and 
keeping it by force,. if need be. 

Whether or not this proposition will work 
depends little, if nt nil, on the past performance 
of the ill-fated League. Instead, the results will 
rest upon the actions and cooperation of the 
participating nations. In this the United States 
no longer can refuse to act; she dare not.

Human activities are varied and manifold; and 
art in its widest scnso means all human acUviUes. 
Every acilveness, that is, the rate of work done in 
a specific time, is, basically an art Often wc refer 
to the 'art of Itvint,' and to the simile of accom* 
plishinx a tssk 'like an artist.' This in lUeU defines 
broadly our use of the term art. A specific prob- 
lem, well solved, to its own satisfaction, constitutes 
a work of art; the art of teaching or the art of 
iteiling are equally considered by such a definition. 
Art in its contemporary perspective is a wide field 
of work. These different activities, however, are 
closely related and share a fundamental approach 
and oneness of purpose. 

In analyzing one section of the arts, we can thus 
outline many overall principles and trends conimon 
to several or all other branches. Wc shall be mainly 
concerned with fine arts, or human activity u re- 
lated to painting, drawing, sculpturing and so forth. 
Nevertheless ^the broader foundation of tha term of 
reference 'sliould never be disregarded. 

Our viewpoint in examining the fine arts as a 
part in the entire frame of man's endeavor Is s 
contemporary one. The word 'contemporary' is used 
advisedly. Words are deceitful things, desperately 
undependable. They change their colour like cham- 
eleons, die out though they are needed, set worn 
out and obliterated through over use till they are 
meanlngleu. Such is the case with 'modern' as 
applied to art, and to fine art in particular. It no 
longer describes the subject fully;- a new interpreta- 
tion is needed. Our present day expression in the 
arts must be truly a contemporary one. 

To the vast majority of us who browse upon the 
'picture' papers of a morning and the 'picture' films 
of an evening, how astonishing it must appear that 
anyone should still worry over drawing 'by hand' 
any more than over the dramatic part of a drama. 
A bankruptcy of the mind? Perhaps, but Impressive 
as a universal makeshift and frippancy. Our every- 
day contact with the products of traditional fine 
art is responsible for the average opinion of art in 
general. Man is conservative. Many are still en- 
amored with the Rennlssanco approach to fine art. 
espoclally In the version of the Victorian period of 
the 19th century. In the pictures of our drawing- 
rooms \ye expect to se« familiar objects, things 
which do not disturb us. and scenes which' are rem- 
iniscent of past days or far-away countries. Exotic 
landscapes with strange animals and plants give us 
aesthetic satisfaction and belle our sentimental 
Imagination. 

Often these expressions of graphic art help us 
escape our present surroundings and our own .times. 
We try and resurrect the 'good old days*. Yet the 
mad votaries of this 'arty* expression linger on as 
do the crazy lovers of drama, though the 'pictures' 
are steadily driving both from their public haunts, 
by Intolerably raising the rent upon them. Tor those 
votaries, drawing is an activity or a contemplation 
blissfully beyond aU others. The pleasures > and 
pains of drawing are exercise and medlclne.for the 
aches of the cranky body, and lor the megrims of 
the desperate mind. 

Contemporary art draws its significance from 
very different roots. Form and weight and their 
disciplined distribution " sustain its basis; selection 
and emphasis are Its motivating means of expres- 
sion. Tho apprehension of form depends oh various 
organic changes In tho body of whoso existence we 
have ceased to be clearly conscious. In looking at 
an object and taking In Its form, and in being 
pleased or annoyed by that form, all of us undergo 
special experiences of breathing and balancing. If 
we have not Uiese apprehension* we neither com- 
prehend nor enjoy form. 

Art, In its true contemporary meaning, relates 
scientific analysis to momentary experience. It gives 
expression to our present sense of enquiry and 
quesUonlng, and thus forms an Intrinsic part of all

But it defeats its own reason 
for being If he leaves college a stranger to the 
world outside. Tho value of college lies not In 
immuring the student but In permitting a direct- 
ed and significant relationship with the outsido 
world. 

Means should be provided in the curriculum 
lor the student to explore various sectors of 
the outside environment which are related to 
his studies. The college should use every oppor- 
tunlty to awaken the student's Imagination about 
life outside its own domain. It should endeavor 
to throw down that wall ol Indifference which 
now separates one group of people in a com- 
munity or In the nation from another. The war 
has been to this extent beneficial:, that it has 
already begun some counteraction by sending 
students to farm arid factory In the summer 
and by giving them a ^are In household and 
community work in the winter.

Its equipment was 
battle-worn, its supply-line was ex- 
tended. • Under these circumstances 
it would have been military suicide 
to attempt to attack -an enemy 
strong point across a difficult river 
even with effective guerilla^ assist- 
ance. Proof of this was 'tfie ; lâiîure 
for some weeks of the attack the 
Russians made on the suburb of 
Praga on the east bank ol the Vis- 
tula. . 

Tlie'* ïtussian command was In 

communlcallbn with Gen. Bor, and 
Informed him of the situation. 
Under the circunurtances, Bor was 
guilty of at least gross stupidity in 
ordering his forces to commence 
the uprising. The charges he made 
when things went badly for his 
revolution show he - is guilty of 
even more.

In closing, I would advise Mr. 
Stcrlin to read Sir Ronald Storr's 
book "Zionism in Palestine" for a 
clear picture of what -happened in 
the terrorists days. I would also like 
to point out that the only thing 
that provoked this letter was the 
unfounded charges of "utter hypo- 
crisy"' and "blindness to actuality."
